The New York. MaliODliig And Western 
Coming to Fort Wayne. 


Messrs. N. L. and D. E. Fox, of Oey- 
Ion, Ohio, have taken the contract to 
build the New York, Mahoning and 
Western railroad from Findlay, Ohio, 
west, to the state line of Indiana, a dia- 
tanoe of eighteen miles from this oity. 
This road will be brought on to Fort 
Wayne in the near fa tore to oonneot 
with the Fort Wayne, Peoria and Gales- 
burg road on the forty-first parallel. 
This will shorten the distance between 
the Miesissippi river and New York 
about 180 miles.

JOHN HJLARK. 


Well-Kaown u d Prominent Fort 
Wayne CltlMn Found Dead at 
the Crawford Honie, 
Cinelnnatl. 


This afternoon telegrama were re- 
oeived at the home of Mr. J. H. Clark, 
No. I l l Weat Wayne street, annonnoing 
that shortly after 9:60 o'olook Mr. Clark 
was disoovered dead in bed, at his room 
in the Crawford house, Cincinnati. The 
dispatches were from Dr. A. N. Ellia 
and the coroner of Hamilton county. 


This telegram by Associated Press 
tells the tale of his lonely death and aw- 
ful agony: 


CINOINNATI, May 8.—Mr. J. H. Clark, 
aged about fifty years, representing 
the house of Clark, Murray & Co., No. 
25 Rosebud street, Chicago, was found 
dead in his bed at the Crawford house 
this morning, where he had been since 
May 1st. 


He said he had taken morphine by 
mistake for quinine at Chattanooga. 
He was in a state of prostration. 
He 
was attended here by physicians. 
A let- 
ter to his physician was found and one 
to his son in Chicago. 


The one to the physician had a poat- 
script, dated 10:20 p. m, saying he waa 
suffering terribly. 
He said hia family 
lived in Fort Wayne, Ind. 


The tidings of Mr. Clark's death, com- 
ing in the way it did, was a great shook 
to his family, even though they feared 
that hia end would be untimely. 


He haa been for years a sufferer from 
kidney complaints and waa en route 
home from Florida, where be passed 
the winter, when the grim monster over- 
took him. 


From Mr. J. H. Simonson, in whose 
hands the funeral arrangements are 
placed. T H E SBNTINBII learns that Mr. 
Clark anticipated at one time or other a 
sudden death and always carried on his 
person letters disolosing his identity and 
directing what course to pursue, and all 
of these facts the press teletrram bears 
out. 


Mr. Clark Is well known in Fort 
Wayne, although he has not been a con- 
stant resident for many years.^ 


Upon the organization of tik Clark k 
Uhinesmith Lumber oompany, in this 
city, Mr. Clark assumed its presidency 
and continued in that capacity until 
1877. He then disposed of his interest 
to Bbinesmith ft Simonson and engaged 
in the lumber operatious in Michigan. 
Later he went to Wausau, Wis., and 
organized the Miohigan Lumber oom- 
pany. 


His next investment was at Chioago, 
where with the firm named in the tele< 
gram he engaged in the manufacture of 
railroad oils. On account of failing health 
the business was conducted by his son, 
Mr. Richard Clark, and to him the sad 
news is already known. 


Mr. Clark was possibly fifty-five years 
of age. 
A wife and five children all 
grown to maturity, survive him. 


His remains will arrive from Cincin- 
nati at 2 o'clook to-night or rather to- 
morrow morning. 


BLOWN UP! 


Terriflo Explosions In Mlcbigan and 
New Hampshire—A Number 
Killed and Injured. 


FOUND MURDERED. 


The Dead Body of a Prominent Hew 
York Banker Found on the 
Premises of HIg Mistress. 


Nnw YOBK, May 8.—The dead body 
of Nathaniel W. T. Hatoh, banker and 
broker, 14 Nassau street, was found in 
the back yard of 64 Weat Twentieth 
street. Charles W. Sohofield and wife 
were arrested. 


Mrs. Schofleld admits that she dined 
with Hatoh at a restaurant last night 
and near midnight went home, inviting 
Hatoh in. Her husband heard them 
and she hid Hatch on the second floor. 
Her husband quarrelled with her and 
left the home. 
She then sought for 
Hatch and could not find him. 
Hatoh 
is a married man and his wife is promi- 
nent in Brooklyn society. 


The generally accepted theory is that 
Hatoh vas killed by falling from the 
bath room window while trying to make 
his escape, although the police effect to 
believe that there waa a fight between 
Scofield and Hatch and the latter was 
thrown out the window. 


IIATSB. 


At the coroner's inquest held this 
afternoon Mr. and Mrs. Soofield were 
examined. From their testimony it was 
evident that Hatoh was killed by falling 
from the bath room window, while try- 
ing to escape from the husband of his 
friend, Mrs. Soofield. The prisoners 
were therefore released.

They have pursued their pilfering op 
erationa without detection for years and 
the officers believe that Hall's arrest will 
reveal numerous robberies of huge dimen- 
sions, so that the capture can be credited 
as very clever,

Cliristmas 
time the conger e>'I is considered excel- 
lent eating. " Tlie lisUing boats

are called pookaviis. 
T'aej- carry

curious sail, it being a jib and mainsail 
made into one sheet. 
The boats have 
keels and carry iibont five ton.s. 
They 
are excellent sea )ioat.s. 
The liait used 
is ctit from the boily of a species of 
mackerel called 
"eurrowine" by the 
lishermon. 
Tliis fish is highly prized 
as bait.

The Carthusian Monks. 


Each pere hai^two little rooms, with 
a workshop and garden attached, all in 
one piece, 
of two stories, so that, un- 
like the usnal monastic 
arrangement, 
the 
Carthusian's 
abode 
is self-con- 
tained, 
Every 
Carthusian is, in fact, 
¡practically a hermit, witli just a little 
¡more 
accommodati on than the 
tradi- 
tional hermit usually had. 
That may 
'help to account lor the remarkable fact 
that this order was about the only one 
which never degenerated 
so far from 
the primitive type as to 
need reforma- 
tion. 
Dormitory gossip, drawing-room 
scaudal-mongering, 
hanging about the 
pantry 
doors, 
(juarreling, 
swearing, 
and stealing pastry were not possible 
under such unsocial 
conditions. 
The 
furniture is of the barest description. 
I t consists 
of a wooden bed, a chair, 
a writing and 
dining table, a joiner's 
bentdj, a 
plain 
book case, the usual 
help to devotion, "the sutrering Son of 
Man upon 
the wall," and a few relig- 
ious ])ictures. 
A monk's food consists 
of one meal a day. 
This is pushed in 
by a 
sliding 
grating 
in the 
cloister 
wall, so that he never sees the }ierson 
who l)rings it. 
It is made uj) of soup, 
fish, and •» eqotables 
on ordinary days, 
and oil Friday , and during lent simple 
bread and 
water, though this prison 
fare was in strictiu' times tho rule for 
three days in each week. 
The silent 
fathers are now 
allowed the lu.xury of 
a fire in cold weathor, though that is a 
worldly conco-sion to modern ideas of 
conif<»rt. 
Tiie .sovi ritj* of the old 
fire- 
less rule 
may be imagined when it is 
remenibortMl that the monastery is over 
four thousand feot u)» and is buried in 
snow a great part of thci year. 
There 
is a patlietic 
story of a father belong- 
ing to the other great Cartiiusiau house 
in .sunnier Calabria, who, when elected 
to the 
highest Carthusian 
dignity of 
prior of the parent monastery, willingly 
came, 
but came knowing for certain 
that the sevt rity of the 
climate would 
speedily kill hiin. 
I t was a call from 
the Lord, not to a better living, 
lie 
obeyed 
it, 
and in a few months 
lay 
down to die. 
The great vow of silence, 
the great characteristic of tho Carthu- 
sians, was easily 
kept by the self-con- 
tained 
arrangement 
just 
mentioned. 
Even on festival days, when they ate in 
common, 
this 
rule 
was strictly 
ob- 
served. 
It has 
boon so far relaxed in 
modern times that the f ithers are al- 
lowed 
to 
walk out 
to^ ethor 
once a 
week and conver.so with one anotlnn-, 
or even speak to others when .spoken 
to. 
The time thev have to spare from 
the 
ofiices, 
which 
are 
])articu!ariy 
lengthy, 
is t.iken 
u') 
with 
reading, 
meditation, 
joinery, 
gardening, 
and 
cleaning. 
Tlieso 
fathers 
are 
mostly 
aristocrats 
of 
various 
nationalities. 
There are at presen^ ab:)ut forty iu num- 
ber. 
The "entranci; toe" is large, the 
novitiate, long and sevc^-e, the 
groat 
life vows of 
feari'ul 
ri^ridity.

"There are 'i'.ODO locomotives in the 
United States," said a railroad oliicial, 
and every one of 
them 
is furnished 
with a headlight. 
A locomotive with- 
out a headlight 
would 
be like a dog 
without a nose, and niost people would 
say that it is next to impossil^iu to run a 
locomotive without a big lamp in front. 
Yet I am of 
tho 
opinion 
that the.se 
lamps are almost useless, and that they 
could be taken 
o;V most 
locomotives 
without detiimont to anybody. 
Head- 
lights are not iu use in England, and 
we have used them iu Am »rica si.n))ly 
because somebody used them 
before 
us. 
We have beconio so accustomed to 
them that most peoi)lo think that a lo- 
comotive without a lamp could not be 
run with safety, but 1 am convinced 
that there is more danger in there use 
than in there 
aVtsence. 
I 
speak, 
of 
course, of 
road 
engines, 
and not of 
those used in yards. 
On a road engine 
the headlight 
is 
of 
no 
earthly 
use 
whatever to tlie engineer; it 
obstructs 
his vision so that he can not see his 
switch-lights, and I think that 
every 
thinking engineer will come to the > on- 
clnsion that he would rather run in the 
night without a laiiiji thau with it, as ho 
can see better in the dark. 
Red cannot 
be seen distinctly under such a power- 
ful light when tlie engine is running 
rapidly. 
A green light under the illu- 
mination of a headligiit appears yellow, 
and a blue light a])poars pale. 
I know 
of accidents which have ocimrred from 
this cause, and the eyesight of every 
engineer having a ni^dit run is put un- 
der a terrible strain 
by 
continually 
gazing 
ahead 
into such 
a light sur- 
rounded by such dense darkness. 


"If there is any good argument 
in 
favor of the reetntion of heaiiliglits on 
road locomotives it is that travelers by 
public 
highways who 
have to cross 
railroads at grade can 
see the train 
coming at a greater distance by means 
of the headlight. 
Rut 
it 
would 
be 
cheaper for the roads to rig up auto- 
matic warning bells every grade cross- 
ing than to cmtinue 
the 
use 
of so 
many unneoded lamp.s. 
The new elec- 
tric headlight put on the market a few 
years ago was a success as a light-giver, 
but it has not 
been generally 
intro- 
duced, simply because railroad 
man- 
agers know that hendlights on road lo- 
comotives are practically useless, 
and 
that a more ]>owerfuI light would 
be 
Ijositively dangerou.s."—Chicago

To the Kditor of THE SENTINEL: 


In your report in yesterday's pitper of 
my discourses to the labor organizations 
I am made to say some things that were 
foreign to my thought and never uttered 
by me from tbe palpit 


Prominent among the incorrections 
are the following: 


The report says: "He said the ques- 
tion of protection to the wage worker 
would take the brain work of gigantic 
minds, and how it was possible to fully 
give them the rights they should enjoy 
was beyond his power to tell." 
I did 
not make the above statement, but did 
endeavor to point out the remedy. 


Again, "he predicted that if the present 
condition of afiairs exists for fifty years 
more, the mass of the American people 
will be in greater poverty than the peo- 
ple of Ireland are to-day." 


While not making the above state- 
ment, I did say, by way ot illnstratinj 
the 
conscienceless power of landec 
monopolies, "that in one of the richest 
agricultural regions on the face of the 
earth one million Irishmen starved to 
death in a aingle year, and that if we 
free ourselves from this curse and es 
cape the fate of Ireland, the govern 
ment must redress the injured rights of 
the laboring classes of this country. 


Agfiin the report says: "hedenounced 
the clergy for not taking a bold stand on 
the question of labor's wrongs, and said 
it would be better if the churches were 
abandoned, 
rather 
than have 
the 
theologians indifferent on so vital 
matter." There was no denunciation in 
any thing I said of the dergy—not even 
by implication. 
But the gravest error 
is in the statement that, "it would be 
better if the churches were abandoned. 


Whoever recommends the abandon 
ment of the churches as a betterment of 
the condition of the wage worker, or in 
deed any class, because the clergy may 
be indifferent on a great sodal question, 
is unwise and unsafe and reckons witi 
out his host. 
I would say better by far 
abandon the clergy, but never the 
church. 
My manuscript being in the 
hands of one of the labor organizations, 
prevents me making an exact corredion 
of this last statement, but I am forever 
free from such an assertion.
